The State Education Squabble 


The squabble between the State School 
Superintendent and the State Board of 
Education over employing authority with- 
in the department is a needless one, but it 
illustrates a fundamental weakness of the 
system itself. 

Pretty soon the Department of Educa- 
tion will be brought under the Merit Sys- 
tem in accordance with a law passed early 
this year. Both the Board of Education 
and Dr. M. D. Collins, School Superin- 
tendent, claim the authority to classify 
employees and fix salary schedules. The 
Merit Board, caught in the middle and 
knowing not which way to turn, has asked 
the Attorney General for a ruling. 

A year ago, when a similar controversy 
cropped up, the Attorney General sided 
with the Board. He said the Board had 
general supervision over all employees. 
If Dr. Collins is merely an administra- 
tive officer, to do the bidding of the Board 
without question, why then is he elected 
by the people? The Board is appointed by 
the Governor. 

But, if the Superintendent has power 
over the Board of Education, what good is 
the Board? The Board is charged with 
responsibility for expenditure of funds. If 
it cannot exercise that function would it 
not be as well to abolish it? 


The Merit Board 
Upholds the System 


The State Merit Board deserves a pat 
on the back. 

On Thursday the Board, by unanimous 
vote, agreed to withdrawal of a motion 
which would have permitted public office- 
holders to be employed in State jobs cov- 
ered by the Merit System in emergencies. 


A month ago the Board voted to make 
a single exception in the case of Rep. B. B. 
Mangum of Columbia County. Rep. 
Mangum had served as a highway engineer 
many years before he was elected to the 
General Assembly. The Highway Depart- 
ment is in critical need of engineers. 
While we believe the public continues to 
frown on this single exception, it must be 
admitted that Rep. Mangum’s services 
could, with justification, be called indis- 
pensable. 

But had the Board opened the way to 
other exceptions the rule against employ- 
ing officeholders simply would have ceased 
to exist. It is well that the Board has 
stopped in its inception this potential dis- 
ruption of the Merit System.

Universal Training 


Has Its Limitations 


It may be that Mr. Truman wants to 
ooh universal military training law on the 

ks as a backstop against a possible fu- 
ture ebb in the determination to rearm. 


For that purpose—and as a long-range 
program to be brought into use when the 
armed forces have reached their needed 
strength—UMT is certainly desirable. 

But UMT is hardly feasible under pres- 
ent circumstances. The armed services 
must have men for active duty—not merely 
for training and then a discharge. That 
condition will prevail for the next year 
or two. 

Had UMT been instituted five vears 
ago, as Mr. Truman sought, it would have 
eliminated much of the present confusion 
and it might have prevented the debacle 
that met our initial effort in Korea. But 
there is not time now to wait for that 
ponderous machinery to get into produc- 
tion. 

UMT is a program that looks to the 
years ahead, not the months ahead. Its 
limitations as well as its possibilities must 
be understood if we are to have adequate 
defense. 


It seems that there is con- 
tinual friction between the Board and the 
Superintendent. 

In the University System the Board of 
Regents, which is appointed by the Gov- 
ernor for staggered terms, employs offi- 
cials and even exercises supervision over 
the faculty. There is seldom if ever any 
evidence of disharmony in this operation. 

It might be that there are too many 
purely political appointees on the Board 
of Education. 

One solution would be to elect the 
Board of Education which in turn would 
appoint a Superintendent. That system 
works well in the few counties which have 
it. In most Georgia counties, however, 
the same situation prevails which now 
confronts the State Department. The 
Superintendent is elected while the Board, 
which exercises control over him, is named 
by the Grand Jury. Friction is the almost 
inevitable result. Hancock, Meriwether, 
Rockdale, Schley, Baldwin and Taylor 
Counties have moved to eliminate that 
system with constitutional amendments to 
be voted on in the General Election Nov. 7. 

Dissension has prevailed in the Depart- 
ment of Education too long. Steps ought 
to be taken to remedy the situation which 
has brought it about. 


New Highway 
Code Greatly Needed 


Once a driver’s license is issued in Geor- 
gia it can be renewed without further test 
of the driver’s ability. The holder may 
lose a leg or two, his hearing, the sight of 
bgth eyes, but he still can retain his permit 
to operate an automobile on the highways 
and streets. 

Moreover, there are no safety checks 
for automobiles. Jalopies of all sorts, with- 
out brakes and with questionable steering 
mechanisms, are operated at will. 

Obviously, it ought not to be that way. 
Hundreds of Georgians lose their lives in 
automobiles every year. If half as many 
were killed on the battlefield there would 
be State-wide anguish. 

Gov. Talmadge has suggested if Georgia 
is really serious in wanting to save lives, 
that safety tests for automobiles and pe- 
riodic fitness examinations of drivers be 
instituted. 

Atty. Gen. Eugene Cook said he already 
is preparing legislation for a new traffic 
code for the State, including these features. 

Georgia’s safety laws are antiquated and 
need remodeling. We are told that the 
law recognizes only one hand signal— 
straight out—whether for a left or right 
turn or a full stop. Many years ago more 
eae States adopted the straight-up 

and signal for a right turn, straight out 
for a left and down fora stop. | 

The Governor has promised he will ask 
the General Assembly to adopt the new 
code at the next session. It is greatly 
needed. :

Battle for 
_ Senate Control 


WASHINGTON—As the election campaign 
moves into the home stretch it becomes increas- 
ingly apparent that the battle over Senate con- 

trol narrows down to hard-fought contests in eight states, involv- 
ing 10 seats. Upsets could occur in some of the others where 
senatorial elections are to be held this year, but last-minute indi- 
cations are that the question of Democratic or Republican control 
will be decided in these key states. 

After surveying the field pretty thoroughly competent ob- 
servers are inclined to agree that the states which are more likely 
to change their Senate representation from one party to another 
in the November 7 elections are as follows: Pennsylvania, Con- 
necticut, Idaho, Missouri, Colorado, Utah, Ohio and California. 
Two Senators each are to be elected in Idaho and Connecticut. 


In these eight states Democrats presently hold six 
of the 10 seats involved, with Republicans occupy- 
On that basis it would seem practically im-

ing the other four. 


possible for the Republicans to regain control since the Democrats 


now hold a majority of 50 to 42 in the chamber, which means 
that the minority party will have to make a net gain of seven to 
win. A gain of six by the GOP would leave the two parties on an 
equal footing, but Vige President Barkley, as the presiding officer 
of the Senate, is permitted to vote in case of a tie and would throw 
the balance in favor of the Democrats. 

If the Republicans are to be given any chance to capture 
control, therefore, they must look beyond these eight states. Demo- 
cratic incumbents are facing strong opposition in states like Illinois, 
where Sen. Scott Lucas, the majority leader, is up for re-election, 
and New York, where Sen. Herbert H. Lehman is a candidate to 
succeed himself. Republicans are making a spirited fight also to 
capture Democratic-held seats in Maryland and Oklahoma. 

But in the absence of a sweep against the party in power— 
something that is not foreseen at this late date In the campign—the 
erucial contests will come in the eight states named at the outset. 
It is now pretty much of a foregone conclusion that the states 
outside of this group will show no change in their present Senate 
representation as to party. 

Democrats, however, have not given up hope of picking up a 
seat or two in the states of lowa, Wisconsin and Indiana, where 


three Republican Senators face the polls. 

The states where the Democrats are threatened with 
Threats the loss of seats, in the eight-state group, are Cali- 
fornia, Idaho, Utah, Pennsylvania and Connecticut, with two seats 
involved in the latter. Of these they seem more likely to lose in 
Pennsylvania, Connecticut and Idaho., They are given something 
better than an even chance in Utah and perhaps something less in 
California, where the former movie star, Helen Gahagan Douglas, 
is battling it out against Republican Rep. Richard M. Nixon for 
the seat given up by Sen. Sheridan Downey, Democrat. 


On the other hand, most observers concede that the Democrats 

have a splendid chance to pick up seats in Missouri and Colorado, 
where the odds tend to favor them in the final hour. Also it is 
quite possible that they may gain the seat of Sen, Robert A. Taft 
in Ohio. The Ohio Senator, referred to by many as Mr. Repub- 
lican himself, is reported to be engaged in the fight of his life, 
with a proven vote-getter, State Auditor Joseph Ferguson, run- 
ning hot on his heels as the Democratic candidate. Organized 
labor is out hammer and tongs to defeat Taft, if possible. 
y . Striking what seems to be a fair balance in the 
GOP Gain outlook for both parties, the best that can be 
given the Republicans is a gain of six seats, to be offset by a Dem- 
ocratic gain of two. This would leave the Republicans with a net 
gain of four, or still three short of the necessary majority con- 
trol. The best belief is that the final figures will not be far off 
these totals. 

The thing that appears to be working to Democratic advan- 
tage is that the country is now enjoying perhaps the greatest 
period of prosperity in its history, with jobs at high wages open 
to all and with a notable victory just won by our armed forces 
in Korea. Normally, under conditions of this kind the people do 
not vote against the party in power. 

Much the same situation applies to the contest over control 
of the House. There the Democrats are expected to lose a few 
seats, but not enough to make any difference in their present top- 
heavy majority.

A Tale of Woe 


The Editors: I have a problem which has 
become very embarrassing, aggravating and in- 
criminating. 

Permit me to relate as sanely as possible. 

In April, I began work with the Mooresville, 
N. C., Tribune, leaving the Gainesville, Ga., News. 
The State of North Carolina allowed me 30 days 
to obtain a new license plate for my car. From 
that point forth there has been a slight mix-up. 


I bought my car in Gainesville. I thought 
the dealer would transfer the title to my name. 
He didn’t, and I did not think about it until I 
applied for the license here. But I tried to get 
the tag first with a notarized bill of sale and that 
didn’t work.

I wrote them the conditions and 
they wrote the Georgia department. 


The Georgia folks sent the Carolina folks the 
same set of forms that I had filled out a few 
weeks before, and again the cycle was on. Bagk 
to Georgia, back here, signed twice with notaries, 
and then back to the Georgia vehicle office with 
a 50-cent fee. 

Again I waited. I received another set of 
forms, the same ones, with the information that 
the others had been filled out incorrectly, and 
instructions were given to do thus and so. The 
cycle was on again. Back to Georgia, back to 
me, signed before notaries, and back to the Geor- 
gia vehicle department, with a 50-cent fee, as 
directed. 

The month is October. The last set of forms 
went in about three weeks ago. I have heard 
nothing. The process started about the middle of 
April. I still do not have a tag for my car. 

My patience has reached a startling and bleak 
point. I desire action, and all I want for Christ- 
mas is my two N, C. tags. PICK BUTLER.

Plight of Cyprus . 


The Editors: This letter is being Written as 
an appeal to the American public opinion. 
Cyprus, historically and ethnologically a Greek 
island, has been under the British rule since 
1878. Its population of approximately 500,000 
inhabitants consists of 81 per cent Greeks, 18 
per cent Turks, and 1 per cent other minorities, 
From the first day of British occupation Cypriots 
continuously demanded union with motherland 
Greece. In spite of promises given during the 
two world wars and in spite of sacrifices made 
by Greece and Cyprus for the principles of lib- 
erty and self-determination, Cypriots still ree 
main under foreign rule, the only European peo- 
ple under colonial status. 

“The Greek Cypriot people, exercising their 
right of self-determination, demanded the union 
of their island with Greece in a plebiscite held 
Jan. 15, 1950. Out of 224,747 who were entitled 
to vote, 215,108, i. e. 98 per cent, yoted for union 
with Greece. 

Cypriots, in demanding union with Greece, 
are not animated by any anti-British feelings, but 
on the contrary as Greeks are always on the 
side of the Western World. Let it be noted that 
the nonrealization of the rightful claim of the 
Cypriots will allow the Communists to exploit 
this matter not only in Cyprus and Greece but 
also internationally. 3
